Sweden. The King of Poland, during the Fight, 
kept on an eminence with the Palatine of Marien- 
bourg and the Sieur Parkul, whence he fir'd on the 
Swedes from a Battery of 8 Pieces of Cannon. The 
King of Sweden upon counting and burying his 
Dead, finds heifoft but 400 ; but he is deeply affe- 
cted with the’ Death of his Brother in Law, the 
Duke of Holftein Gottorp ; and has caus’d his Body 
to be Embalm’d and laid ina Tent next his own. 
He has taken great care of the wounded, parti- 
cularly of General Horn, who received a Wound 
in the Thigh ; and of General Welling who was 
hurt in the Arm, and who had the good Fortune to 
have all the King of Poland’s Plate fall to his fhare. 
He has fent back all the Saxon’ Officers Wives that 
were taken, without {fuffering them to be rifled. 
And continues in his Camp, as well to fee that due 
care be taken of the Wounded, as to fecure the 
Artillery, of which he has taken fo many heavy 
Pieces that he wants Horfes to carry them off.

Warfaw, Aug. 14. “Tis reported that the Staroft 
Radozinsky has befieg’d the Caftle of Piarrouw; 
in which the King of Sweden left his heavy Ar- 
tillery, and the Corps of the Duke of Holftein Got- 
torp, under a Guard of 500 Men. : 


Bruffels, Aug.23. Monfieur Meyercroon, the King 
of Denmark’s Minifter at the Court of France, 
arriv’d here on Sunday Night with a great Reti- 
nue, and two days ago went hence to purfue his
